It 
does not produce valuable iiranium ore. It in used for communication "nd trans- 
port of ore and stone from the Borbera pit. The pit ban a lot of water and the 
pumps do not function well. It won flooded for eight days during April 1952. 
ConEUmption of the explosive Donarit - 1 is 80 kg per shift. The director of 
the pit ie Jonef Moucha . There are about 120 workers, of whom about 50 are 
political prieonerE from the Barbora concentration camp .

The kutaaky are spread on different 
places between '/.adni. Chodov and Mariancke Lazne . Stefan Kostic was 
also mining officer of Pit 21. There were .iunt 25 BnnerSj GerTaane, 
all menibere of the Bohn sta.kanov group.

8 . "The personnel chief for the Horni Slavkov Inspectorate was 'kadrovy' (fnu) Kafrop . 

The security officer was (I'nu) Konyf ka . The commanding officer of the State Secu rity 
Corps (SNB) for the Horni Slavkov Inspectorate vac Lt . (fnu) Rathaue . 
were about 5 OO- 6 OO 3NE men in the Horni Slavkov uranium district. 
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"In spring 1953 the adminj ntration of -the Horni Slavkov mines vac tx-onsf erred 'to new 
buildings called ‘Innpiektorat Horni .Slavkov', There are 12 new buildings, situated 
away from Horni Slavkov in the direction of the heznice pit. 


"Soviet employeec, men and women, .ore living in a hotel near the railway station at 
riorni Slavkov. They live completely isolated from the local civilians. They receive 
completely different rations from the Czech admlriiotratlve engjloyeea and officers of 
the mining inspectorate. They live like the Americans who enjoy PX cards in Germany. 
They have meals in a special meso in the hotel near the railway station. Most of 'them 
drive civilian cars of Czechoslovak production: Tatraplan and Skoda Tudor . They have 
^xtra movie performances • di-unken Soviet admlmtstratlve officials, 

aocial relations be-t.ween the Soviets and -the Czechs, 
only one Soviet engineer, (fnu) L itvinow from the Potucky pit. 


11. Work 

"Besides the usual Czechoslovak mining rations - HB for miners underground and ND 
(norma a dochazka) - civilian workers in the ui-anium mines recei'/e no-ceOled Soviet 
rations each month, provided they have missed no shif'ts during the month. The 
monthly ration consists of: 3.5 kg meat, 1,5 hg lard, one packet cf cocoa. Every 
two monthfi, the ration includes 250 gr of coffee and one packet of tea (250 Rb). 
These So'viet food rations used to be sold on the Homi Slavkov black m^ket for 500 
crowns each in the old currency /prior to currency reform of 30 May 53^./ • 

12. ’"Miners in the Horn). H.i.ci,vko-.- Inspectorate ore also issued each year: 6 metere of 
wc'/oler. cloth, 13 meters oi’ cotton, one awf.ater, material for two shirts and one 
pair of Kockr. . This .3ov,..et c.lcthing ro-t-i.on used to be sold on the Horni Slavkov 
blacjy nrn-ket .or 7500 kca in the old .iurrency.
